WHETHER the all-out bombing 
of Berlin and the land offen- 
aives in Russia and Italy presage 
some great Allied diplomatic move 
to try to force capitulation of the 
Axis, as London and other capitals 
seem to think, therefs small doubt 
that we are witnessing the death of 
Berlin—the first city of its sise 
thus to perish. 
Destruction of the German capit­ 
al from the air will be a military 
and psychological coup unique in 
war. Smaller cities have been wip­ 
ed out, but nothing approaching 
this vast metropolis of four mil­ 
lions. 
Today for the first time the 
Hitlerites admit that British and 
American boimbers may “lay all 
Berlin waste”, George Schroeder, 
chief correspondent of 
Europa 
Press, who writes under Nazi Prop­ 
aganda Minister Joe Goebbels’ di­ 
rection, minces no words in con­ 
ceding the grim prospect. 
The devil himself, being about 
ready to exact the price for the 
bill of goods he sold Henchman 
Hitler, must have smiled grimly 
when he read in the fuehrer’s own 
newspaper, Voelklsoher Beobach- 
ter, an item of gloomy finality, ad­ 
vising the people of the stricken 
city how to write their last wills 
and testaments. 
WHEN you stop to think about it, 
that’s one of the most re­ 
markable little news dispatches to 
come out of the war. It certainly 
is close to being a gesture of des­ 
peration which fits well with the 
declaration by Britain’s two-fisted 
bomber chief. Air Marshal Sir 
Arthur Harris, that the holocaust 
which is sweeping the German cap­ 
ital is "the last lap of the race”. 
But we musn't conclude from all 
this that the end is at hand. Air 
Marshal Harris, whom I know from 
personal acquaintance to be far­ 
sighted and logical, doesn’t claim 
this. He Just « ays it’s the last lap, 
and doesn’t predict how long the 
lap will be, Berlin is to be bombed 
until it is dead. 
Would the death of Berlin mean 
the end of the war? Not necessar­ 
ily, but it’s difficult to see how the 
German machine could keep going 
long with its capital smashed—for 
Berlin, quite apart from sentiment, 
is literally the heart of the reich. 
It not only is one of the greatest 
industrial areas in the country, but 
it’s the hub of the European rail­ 
way system. Cripple« Berlin and 
you’ve thrown a monkey-wrench in­ 
to Hitler’s entire continental let­ 
up. 
Mo re o ve r, the destruction of 
the capital, with its awful 
death roll, would be one of the 
fiercest blows public morale could 
receive. 
Dr. Robert Ley, leader of the 
Nazi labor front, declares: “We 
shall never surrender. An eye for 
an eye and a tooth for a tooth. De­ 
fiance and revenge.” Propaganda 
.Minister Goebbels takes a similar 
but more fiery line in promising 
heavy reprisals against Britain. 
Likely revenge will be attempted 
by the Hitlerites, and they may 
indeed have a new “secret wea­ 
pon” which they boast. I think we 
also should be prepared to see the 
reprisals take same barbaric form. 
However, the Germans no longer 
have within their power any re­ 
prisal which would win them the 
war, no matter how devilish the 
revenge might be. 
As a matter of fact, while desire 
for revenge can be a powerful 
emotion, the slogan of “an eye for 
an eye and a tooth for a tooth” 
doesn’t provide the flaming sword 
of leadership needed by the Ger­ 
mans or any other civilized peo­ 
ples. 
You’ve got to have more inspira­ 
tion than Just “revenge” to win 
world wars, and any government 
which tries to sustain public mo­ 
rale on that will come a cropper. 
That’s been one of Hitler’s great­ 
est weaknesses since the start of 
his attempt to conquer the world— 
lack of any high and inspiring pur­ 
pose. 
His only Justification for his 
aggression has been that might is 
right—and he had the might. It 
takes more than that to sustain a 
great nation as destruction rushes 
on it.

‘Last Warning’ To Germany Before Launching Invasion

But an even more history-making 
event of worldwide scope—involv­ 
ing war and peace — was viewed 
here as possible in the light of 
rumors China’s Generalissimo Chi- 
ang Kai-shek may meet with the 
three Allied leaders. 
There also is speculation that 
Eduard Benes, president of the 
Czechoslovak government-in-exlle, 


might figure in any such meeting 
In a possible attempt to woo Hit­ 
ler’s European satellites.

The bomb pierced the ship’s 
armor and exploded inside with a 
flash that lighted up >the night sky. 
It was the 49th enemy warship 
sunk or damaged in the northern 
Solomons during November.

POUNDED AGAIN 


R.A.F. Strikes In Defiance 


Of Nazi Reprisal Threat

LONDON, Nov 29—R.A.F. bomb­ 
ers, striking from base« in Brit­ 
ain. blasted at targets in western 
Germany again Sunday night in 
bold defiance of German threats 
of mysterious reprisals for at­ 
tacks on Berlin said to have le/t 
one-third of the Nazi capital in 
ruins.

During daylight today, offensive 
operations. In which four (3erman 
fighters were destroyed, were con­ 
tinued. Formations of fighters and 
light bombers were seen returning 
from the direction of France. 
London had a short alert but no 
bombs during the night. The few 
bombs dropped caused

damage nor casualties. 
The new blow followed disclos­ 
ure that approximately 12,500,000,- 
000 is being spent t<^ expand the 
mighty British-American aerial of­ 
fensive from Britain.

BERN, Switzerland, Nov. 29— 
The Swiss newspaper Neue Zü rich­

The Nazis were reported earlier 
this month to have prevented the 
aged marshal from promulgatteg 
a new, democratic constitution for 
France.

Charles De Gaulle’s National Com­ 
mittee of Liberation as illegal, the 
newspaper said. 
According to the account, the 
former legislators proposed that 
Petain empower them to act upon 
a new constitution, to pass a law 
barring » hemeelves and all former 
French leglaiators from election 
to a future new assembly, and then 
to adjourn pertnanently. 
They "protested energetically” 
against the Algiers committee*« de 
cree depriving of their rights all 
rationai assembly members who 
voted full government powers to 
Petain in 1940. 
The deputies also are said to 
have congratulated Marshal Petain 
for renouncing Chief of Govern­ 
ment Pierre Laval as his succes­ 
sor. 
The legislators’ willingnees to 
bar themeelves from future aesem- 
bliee wae viewed as an indication 
they wish to pave the way for a 
future elected and stable govern­ 
ment “untarnished either by De 
Gaulle or Vichy cozmectkms.**

Paul, Treasury Aid,

BEHIND IN WAR WORK 


Navy Runs New York Plant 


For Remington Rand

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 — The 
navy today took possession of a 
part of the Remington Rand. Inc., 
factory at Southport, N. Y., in or­ 
der to “expedite production and 
bring up to schedule an important 
war item.” 
The White House announced the 
action, issuing st the same time 
an executive order signed by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt Nov. 25 directing 
Secretary of the Navy Km« to 
“take possession of and operate 
that part of the plant of Reming­ 
ton Rand, Inc.» known as the *N' 
division of the Elmira plant.” 
“Possession of the premises re­ 
ferred to under this order will be 
terminated by the President with­ 
in 60 days after he detormines that 
such plant will be operated private­ 
ly in a maimer consistent with the 
war effort,” the President's order 
said. 
The order did not atate the rea 
ton for the action nor did it ex< 
plain the kind of war materials 
produced at the plant. 
The navy, however, announced 
designation of Rear Admiral Har­ 
old O. Bowen, special assistant to 
the undersecretary of the navy, as 
officer in charge of the seized fa- 
eilltles, and said In a atatemeot: 
“Production at this plant haa 
been far behind schedule and of 
an unacceptable quaUty.” 


Ickes Asks Coal Pact Speed 
WASHINGTON. Nov. 29—Secre­ 
tary Ickes urged speed today on 
soft coal operators and miners in 
their negotiations for a wage con­ 
tract.

WHETHER the all-out bombing 
of Berlin and the land offen­ 
sives in Russia and Italy presage 
some great Allied diplomatic move 
to try to force capitulation of the 
Axis, as London and other capitals 
seem to think, Choreas small doubt 
that we are witnessing the death of 
Berlin—the first city of its sise 
thus to perish. 
Destruction of the German capit­ 
al from the air will be a military 
and psychological coup unique in 
war. Smaller cities have been wip­ 
ed out, but nothing approaching 
this vast metropolis of four mil­ 
lions. 
Today for the first time the 
Hitlerites admit that British and 
American bombers may "lay all 
Berlin waste". George Schroeder, 
chief 
correspondent 
of 
Europe 
Press, who writes under Nail Prop­ 
aganda Minister Joe Goebbels’ di­ 
rection, minces no words in con 
ceding the grim prospect. 
The devil himself, being about 
ready to exact the price for the 
bill of goods he sold Henchman 
Hitler, must have smiled grimly 
when he read in the fuehrer’s own 
newspaper, Voelklsoher Beobach- 
ter, an item of gloomy finality, ad 
vising the people of the stricken 
city how to write their last wills 
and testaments. 
WHEN you stop to think about it, 
that’s one of the most re­ 
markable little news dispatches to 
come out of the war. It certainly 
is close to being a gesture of des­ 
peration which fits well with the 
declaration by Britain’s two-fisted 
bomber chief, Air Marshal Sir 
Arthur Harris, that the holocaust 
which is sweeping the German cap­ 
ital is "the last lap of the race". 
But we musn’t conclude from all 
this that the end is at hand. Air 
Marshal Harris, whom I know from 
personal acquaintance to be far­ 
sighted and logical, doesn’t claim 
this. He just eays it’s the last lap, 
and doesn’t predict how long the 
lap will be. Berlin is to be bombed 
until it is dead. 
Would the death of Berlin mean 
the end of the war? Not necessar­ 
ily, but it’s difficult to see how the 
German machine could keep going 
long with its capital smashed—-for 
Berlin, quite apart from sentiment, 
is literally the heart of the reich. 
It not only ie one of the greatest 
industrial areas in the country, but 
it’s the hub of the European rail­ 
way system. Cripple^ Berlin and 
you’ve thrown a monkey-wrenqh in­ 
to Hiller’s entire conttnehtal het- 
up.

It will be noted that virtually 
all 
criticisms 
concern 
problems 
which affect the people directly 
There la a significant absence of 
many criticising regarding war pro­ 
duction, America’s foreign policy, 
or the conduct of the war Itself 
It will also be noted that the ad­ 
ministration Is blamed for many 
ilia which would biset any adminis­ 
tration in wartime, be it Demo­ 
cratic or Republican. 
The present survey wives further 
evidence of the fad reported In 
earlier Institute polls that the man 
agement of home front affairs will 
be a dominant influence In the 
presidential election next year. 
Unless the present government 
can convince voters that It can 
manage these affalri better than 
the Republicans the factors present 
In the elections held this fall may 
continue to turn voters away from 
the Democratic party.

Berlin was likened to a victim 
of an earthquake and tidal wave. 
Transportation, food distribution 
and utilities were paralysed. Thou­ 
sands were evacuated. 
Since the beginning of Novem­ 
ber, British heavy bombers have 
carried out IO major operations— 
including one raid by the greatest 
four-motored force ever sent over 
Germany—at a total cost of 165 
planes. 
This was tho lowest monthly 
loss since March, when 1150 were 
downed.

We Hunt An Answer To The Complicated Question: 


How Far Can German People Be Held Responsible?

T SHOULD d ishon or ourselves 


Back s To The Barrier 
Th e div isio n o f German fo ro aa claimed by Rus­ 
sia after o ccupy ing Go mel Is no t merely miii- 
tery , but also géo graphie. Go mel lies at the no rth­ 
eastern ex tremity o f the great Pripet marahts, 
which ex tend so uth to Kiev and west into central 
Po land. The inv aders in the Ukraine no w are eep- 
areted fro m the fo rces in White Russia no t o nly 
by a Russian spearhead but by a natural barrier. 
The Pripet marshes are the traditio nal defense 
o f Russia. While no t Impassable, they are no t 
the kind o f ternin suitable fo r war. in Wo rld 
war L it was Germany ’s success In fo rcing Rus­ 
sians to retreat into them that hasten ed Russia’s 
capitulatio n. 
Mean while, the German claim for home con ­ 
sumption , that It has improved its d efen sive po­ 
sition s by shorten in g its lin es, must be taken 
literally. Resistan ce amoun tin g almost to offen sive 
stren gth In the Kiev sector con tin ues. Russian 
forces there hd ve n ot yield ed , but their forward 
d rive has been stopped . Their in cred ible ability 
to moun t n ew offen sives un d imin ished , but there 
are clear sign s that the German ability to set up 
d efen ses Is in creasin g as the retreatin g in vad ers 
become con cen trated In the n atural fun n els of 
escape from Russian territory. 
On the lan d , as in the air an d on the sea, Ger­ 
man y n o lon ger can win , but it still can exact 
a terrific price for its d efeat. 


The argumen t for regard in g the 
German n ation as in n ocen t is. if 
we really examin e it, an argn men t 
which en d s in the con clusion that 
however kin d ly we treat German s 
as in d ivid uals, as an organ ised n a­ 
tion on German territory the Ger­ 
man s are In capable of, or un read y 
for, in d epen d en ce. 
For the n ation can n ot have the 
moral right of in d epen d en ca an d 
sovereign ty If the n ation ia to be 
absolved of moral reepon sibiUtf. 


tT of t e n is said that those who 
8 mean to bold the German n ation 
respon sible for the acts of the Ger­ 
man stite are un just to the Ger­ 
man n ation . 
But in fact, as a matter of morals, 
the queation at issue ia whether 
the German e as a n ation are to be 
regard ed as ad ults, en d owed with 
the reason an d with freed om of 
will an d therefore morally respon ­ 
sible, or whether they are to be 
regard ed as wayward child ren or 
crimin ally In san e, who, lackin g the 
capacity 
to d istln fulsb between 
right an d wron g, must be put in 
the custod y of guard ian s. 
When this ultimate Iseue is fac­ 
ed , we may see that those who 
wish to hold the German n ation re­ 
spon sible are, though the material 
con sequen ces may be hard , show­ 
in g a higher human respect for the 
German n ation an d its future place 
in human society than are those 
who wish to treat the n ation as 
morally respon sible. 
For if the n ation Is to be treated 
as morally irrespon sible, how can 
it ever be restored to an equal 
place amon g the n ation s? 
This is, I. ven ture to suggest 
quite ten tatively, the root of the 
matter. If it is, then there follows 
from It the question of how, if 
the German n ation is held respon ­ 
sible, pun ishmen t may be limited 
to the min imum n ecessary to be 
d eterren t an d the con d ition s set 
for red emption . 
The an swer to that crucial ques­ 
tion can n ot be given by the Allies. 
If our fun d amen tal prin ciple is 
that the German n ation is human , 
has freed om of will an d is morally 
respon sible, the acts of the Ger­ 
man alon e can asn wer the question . 
In so far as they pun ish their 
_ 
crimin al lead ers, they will relieve 
examin in g this* questlon r if the ’ [ j j ¿in rs*hmen t* 
In flict- 


In so far as they themselves act 
with moral respon sblllty, 
which 
mean s d oin g acts of repen tan ce 
an d reparation , they will restore 
their 
right to 
sovereign ty an d 
their place in human society. 
There is "A Statemen t by the 
Ethics Committee of the Catholic 
Aasociation 
for 
In tern ation al 
Peace’’ which d eals with the ques­ 
tion of ‘Tetributlve justice after 
the war.’’ It should n ot be missed 
by an y who wish to stud y this d if­ 
ficult question . 
I can n ot summarise it here. But 
it begin s with this passage from 
St. Augustin e: "Just wars are us­ 
ually 
d efin ed 
as 
those 
which 
aven ge In juries, when the n ation 
or city again st which warlike ac­ 
tion is to be d irected has n eglscted 
either to pun ish wron gs committed 
by its own citizen s or to restore 
what has been un justly taken by 
it.’’ 
This, if I read it correctly, Is the 
d octrin e of the moral respon sibility 
of the n ation for the acts of the 
state which govern s IL

face with a can d id con scien ce our 
moral respon sibility in the d evasta­ 
tion of the German cities. 
For obviously we can n ot be sat­ 
isfied to say that we n ow are d oin g 
what the en emy d id first. 
We reject his moral stan d ard s 
an d , 
therefore can n ot stoop to 
justify our action s by his stan d ­ 
ard s. 
The immed iate problem Is clear 
en ough. The German state through 
ita armed might is hold in g captive 
an d In d eed in slavery, most of the 
n ation s of Europe. 
Fortreaa Europe 
Is a prison , 
which must be open ed n ot on ly by 
breakin g d own tha prison d oors, 
but by atUckin g the jailers till 
they d rop the keys to those d oors 
In attackin g the German people, 
whose son s are the jailers of Eu­ 
rope, man y in n ocen t Germ an s^ 
women , child ren an d old folk— 
perish.

Gomel lie* at the north­ 
eastern extremity of the great Prlpet marshes, 
which extend south to Kiev and west Into central 
Poland. The Invaders In the Ukraine now ara sep­ 
arated from the forces In White Rassle not only 
by a Russian spearhead but by a natural barrier. 
The Prlpet mar ah es are the traditional defense 
of Rossis. While not impassable, they are not 
Hie blad of terrain enlUble for war. in World 
war I, It was Germany’s success In forcing Rus­ 
sians to retreat into them that hastened Russia’s 
capitulation. 
Meanwhile, the German claim for home con­ 
sumption, that It has Improved Its defensive po­ 
sitions by shortening Its lines, must be Uken 
literally. Resistance amounting almost to offensive 
strength In the Kiev sector continues. Russian 
forces there hive not yielded, but their forward 
drive has been stopped. Their Incredible ability 
to mount new offensives undiminished, but there 
are clear signs that the German ability to set up 
defenses is increasing as the retreating Invaders 
become concentrated in the natural funnels of 
escape from Russian territory. 
On the land, as in the air and on the sea, Ger­ 
many no longer can win, but it still can exact 
a terrific price for Its defeat.

1263,870,650 for 
World war I pensions and (200,788 for pensions 
arising out of the present war. 
Contrary to the claims of critics and despite 
all appearances of niggardliness and inequality, 
the United States has tried to be generous with 
those who have served It. It never ran do enough, 
because tho sacr,fice of military service cannot 
be measured In m onetary value.

E SHOULD dishonor ourselves 
and our cause if we did not 
face with a candid conscience our 
moral responsibility In the devasta­ 
tion of the German cities. 
For obviously we cannot be sat­ 
isfied to say that we now are doing 
what the enemy did first. 
We reject his moral standards 
and, 
therefore 
cannot stoop to 
Justify our actions by his stand­ 
ards. 
Tbs immediate problem is clear 
enough. The German state through 
its armed might la bolding captive 
and indeed In slavery, most of the 
nations of Europe. 
Fortress 
Europe 
la 
a prison, 
which mutt be opened not only by 
breaking down the prison doors, 
but by attacking the Jailer* till 
they drop the keys to tho** door*. 
In attacking the German people, 
whoee sons are the Jailer# of Eu­ 
rope, 
many Innocent Germans— 
women, children and 
old Cop­ 
perish. 
But lf we retrained from attack­ 
ing the cities like Berlin, Ham­ 
burg, Cologne, frow which the sub­ 
jugation of Europe la directed, im­ 
plemented and enforced, still more 
Innocent people of all sorts in the 
captive nations must perish. 
The 
destruction 
being 
visited 
upon 
civilian 
Germany 
Is 
not, 
therefore, wanton in that It is in­ 
dubitably a potent means of has­ 
tening th* liberation of the victims 
of the German state. We could 
only spare Berlin at the cost of 
prolonging tho stony of countless 
millions who ar* th* victims of th* 
power organised and directed from 
Berlin. 
We may suppose there will be 
little 
argument among men 
of 
•crapulous conscience about this 
phase of tho matter. 
But there Is an ultimate ques­ 
tion which reaoheo the moral bails 
of the terms to be imposed upon 
our enemies when they are defeat­ 
ed and have surrendered. 
It Ie how for the people of Ger­ 
many are to be held responsible 
tor the acts of the German stat*. 
The question is profound and It 
la complicated But we must begin 
to seek sincerely and humbly for 
the right answer. 
M 
UST we not begin—and I say 
this as a genuine inquiry—by 
examining this question: 
lf the 
German people—not Individual Ger­ 
mans ae such but the German peo­ 
ple organised as a sovereign stain­ 
ers a member of the society of na­ 
tions, can we deny the responsibil­ 
ity of the German people for the 
acts of that state without denying 
them their claim to form a sover­ 
eign state? 
If U la true, as some maintain, 
that the German people are not 
accountable for the fact that the 
German state hag been a criminal 
menace to the world, then It fol­ 
lows, does It not, that the German 
people are not fitted for self-gov­ 
ernment 
How can they be accorded the 
rights of a sovereign nation with­ 
out being accountable for the re­ 
sults. 
If, therefore, It Is to be argued 
that not the German nation but 
only H itler and his gang are ac­ 
countable, It would 
follow 
that 
when we remove H itler and his 
gang, the Allies rather than the 
Germaua must govern Germany, 
govern It beneficently and pater­ 
nally lf you like, but govern it. 


The argument for regarding the 
German nation as Innocent la, lf 
we really examine It, an argument 
which ends in the conclusion that 
however kindly we treat Germans 
as individuals, as an organised na­ 
tion on German territory the Ger­ 
mans are Incapable of, or unready 
for, Independence. 
For the nation cannot have the 
moral right of Independence and 
sovereignty if the nation Is to be 
absolved of moral responsibility. 


I 
T OFTEN is said that those who 
mean to hold the German nation 
responsible for the acts of the Ger­ 
man stdte are unjuat to the Ger­ 
man nation. 
But in fact, as a matter of morals, 
the question at issue is whether 
the Germans ae a nation are to be 
regarded as adults, endowed with 
the reason and with freedom of 
will and therefore morally respon­ 
sible, or whether they are to be 
regarded as wayward children or 
criminally Insane, who, lacking tbs 
capacity 
to distinguish 
between 
right and wrong, must be put In 
the custody of guardians. 
When this ultimate issue Is fac­ 
ed, we may see that those who 
wish to hold the German nation re­ 
sponsible are, though the material 
consequences may be hard, show­ 
ing a higher human respect for the 
German nation and Its future place 
in human society than are those 
who wish to treat the nation a i 
morally responsible. 
For if the nation is to be treated 
as morally Irresponsible, how can 
It aver be restored to an equal 
place among the nations? 
This is, I. venture to suggest 
quite tentatively, the root of the 
matter. If it is, than there follows 
from It th* question of how, lf 
the German nation Is held respon­ 
sible, punishment may be limited 
to the minimum necessary to be 
deterrent and the conditions aet 
for redemption. 
The answer to that crucial ques­ 
tion cannot be given by the Allies. 
If our fundamental principle 
Is 
that the German nation is human, 
has freedom of will and Is morally 
responsible, the acta of the Ger­ 
man alone can asnwer the question. 
In so far as they punish their 
criminal leaders, they will relieve 
th* Allies of the burden of inflict­ 
ing punishment. 
In so far as they themselves act 
with moral 
responsblllty. 
which 
means doing acta of repentance 
and reparation, they will restore 
their 
right to 
sovereignty 
and 
their place in human society. 
There is “A Statement by the 
Ethics Committee of the Catholic 
Association 
for 
International 
Peace” which deals with the ques­ 
tion of "retributive justice after 
the war.” It should not be missed 
by any who wish to study this dif­ 
ficult question. 
I cannot summarise It hare. But 
it begins with this passage from 
St. Augustine: “Just wars are us­ 
ually 
defined 
aa 
those 
which 
avenge Injuriee, when the nation 
or city against which warlike ac­ 
tion is to be directed baa neglected 
either to punish wrongs committed 
by its own citizens or to restore 
what has been unjustly taken by 
it." 
This, lf I read It correctly, Ie the 
doctrine of the moral responsibility 
of the nation for the sots of th*

’HILE all eyes have been cen­ 
tered on the post-war future 
of aviation, with occasional distrac­ 
tions as to what the automobile of 
tomorrow will be Uke, railway men 
have been quietly mapping post­ 
war plans for the battle of the 
century In a fight to hold passen­ 
ger traffic when peace comes. 
Railway Age, one of the mega- 
tines of the Industry, has just com­ 
pleted a survey which will make 
the overall plans of the rail men 
public for the first time but many 
of us In the capital have known 
that aomethlng was in the wind. 
RepresentaMves of the industry 
here In 
W ashington have 
been 
working behind 
the 
scenes 
for 
some time, because It Is here, In 
rate hearings before the interstate 
commerce 
commission, 
that 
the 
picture ultim ately will be given Us 
public unveiling. 
Already, there Is a move on foot 
to reduce passenger fares before 
the war ends. 
Some would like 
to gee it right now. 
And the rates 
they are talking are one to one* 
and-a-quarter cents a mile In coach­ 
es and one cent more for first class 


fares. In many cases, that would 
be 
lower 
than 
excursion 
rates 
which attracted trainloads In pre­ 
war days. 
T 
HE reason the rail men want 
these rates now Is two-fold. It 
Is easier, they say, to bold cus­ 
tom ers than to win them. 
The 
tremendous 
clientele 
they 
have 
built up during wartime can be 
continued In part lf fares are at­ 
tractive enough. 
Also, because both aviation and 
auto Industry will have the edge 
on 
them In getting new equip­ 
ment Into operation. W ithin a few 
months after peace comes. It Is 
estim ated, the airlines will have 
big converted transports to care 
for all the routes they can fly. 
W ithin a year, they estim ate, the 
auto industry will be turning out 
new cars by the thousands. The 
only advantage the railroads will 
have until they completely replace 
all old equipment with new stream ­ 
liners will be In sujh economy of 
travel that their appeal can't be 
Ignored. 
Convinced that the old heavy­ 
weight coaches and sleeping cars 


are out-moded. the industry is plan­ 
ning to go all out In conversion 
to lightweight stream liners 
that 
can cruise comfortably between 75 
and IOO miles an hour. 
COUPLED with this, the indus­ 
try’s passenger car designers 
are concentrating on comforts and 
luxuries that will 
outstrip any­ 
thing the plane, bus or family auto 
can offer. 
Railroads 
will 
step 
up 
their 
schedules with 
the stream liners 
and 
elimination 
of 
curves 
and 
whistlestops. 
Another planned 
revolution Is 
In service—from the ticket win­ 
dows and platform to the dining 
cars. 
The railway pogt-war plan­ 
ners are maoping a staggering ad- 
/ertlslng campaign. 
As one official of a transconti­ 
nental line declared: “Competitors 
who are gleefully anticipating a 
walkover as far ae taking profit 
away from the railroads Is con­ 
cerned, are In for a most unpleas­ 
ant surprise." 
That, at any rate, is the way 
the railroad men are figuring it.

Germany’s Rolling Stock

LONDON—Germany's 
transpor­ 
tation 
system may suffer a 
near-breakdown In 
the next six 
months and prove a major factor 
in her defeat, British economic ex­ 
perts predict. 
The 
railroads 
supplying 
her 
hard-pressed arm ies in Russia and 
Italy already are strained alm ost 
to breaking point, according to 
reliable reports reaching here. 
British and American air attacks 
on the relch’s main communica­ 
tions centers have created chaotic 
conditions on the railroads and 
knocked out or seriously damaged 
some 1,500.000 tons of shipping in 
the past two years, these reports 
added. 
Persistent cannon and machine 
gun attacks by R.A.F. fighters on 
German trains in occupied France 
and the low countries were esti­ 
mated to be smashing up some 
150 locomotives a month. 
Reliable reports reaching here 
Indicate the German railroads now 
are short of 8,000 locomotives and 
200,000 freight cars. 
Many of the relch’s major rail­ 
road m arshaling yards aud repair 
shops were d ev o ted by 
British 
aud American air attacks last sum­ 
mer.

HREE-FOURTHS

Waggon Fabrik Talbot rolling 
stock plant a t Aachen was destroy­ 
ed in a raid July 13. 
Three major attacks on Cologne 
In July and August did vast dam­ 
age to the railroad workshops at 
Nippes and the marshaling yards 
at Muelhelm, Kalk and Deutx.

It was estim ated Germany will

Late Joseph E. Widener Offered His 


Fellow Men Something To View With 


Pleasure At Florida Track

I 
HAVE suggested to John C. Clark, president od 
Hialeah Park, down in Dade county Fla., thai 
they ought to change the name of the racing es­ 
tablishm ent to W idener Park as a small tribute 
to the memory of the man who was mainly re­ 
sponsible for making It one of the moat beautiful 
plants of the kind in the world. 
Joseph B. W idener’* passion was the horti­ 
cultural development of Hialeah and the increase 
of Its flock of flamingos. The flamingo Is a big 
wading bird of pinkish hue with black-edged 
wings. It has long legs and a long bill bent in 
the middle and Is usually found in warm climates. 
You may rem em ber that Alice in Wonderland 
encountered a flamingo. I have been told the 
young ones are good eating. I have no Idea wily 
W idener took special fancy to the flamingo for 
decorative purposes though. I suppose he thought 
they were particularly tropical in appearance. 
Anyway, as soon as he gathered together a 
large collection of royal palm trees to garnish 
the entrance to H ialeah and got his Bougain­ 
ville and hibiscus growing nicely along the 
fences, he put in a aeries of little lakes on the 
infield with small Islands In them on which he 
established his first group of flamingos. 
» 
• 
I 
THINK he Imported the flamingos from Cuba. 
The bird is not native to Florida, though cer­ 
tain species have been found In some part* of 
the United States. It was Widener*! Idea that, 
all you had to do to raise flamingos was to 
throw a bunch of m ales and females together 
and let nature take it course, but the flamingos 
sulked on their Islands and refused to propagate. 
The flock had to be reinforced with new im por­ 
tations every year. 
I can rem ember th at one small, emaciated and 
quickly defunct flamingo chick was displayed 
with some pride in a showcase In the Hlleah 
clubhouse as slightly morbid proof the birds 
could be hatched there, even lf they did not live 
after hatching. Then after a lapse of year* they 
commenced breeding like mad, much to the de­ 
light of Widener. 
On big days at the track he had the whole 
flock of flamingos herded from their Islands by 
Seminoles in their bright native garment* to the 
grass course that circles the infield. The birds 
would parade the track to the urging of the 
herders, keeping amazingly good formation and 
presenting a great show for the crowd. 
I 
THINK W idener got a bigger boot out of the 
parade than anybody else in his life, There 
was one big bird that generally led the parade 
and the boys called it “Struttin’ Joe". I am aura 
it would have amused W idener had he known 
that the title was for him. Some of the fledglings 
of the flock always collapsed In the rear of tha 
parade and had to be lugged back to the water. 
W idener’* associates in Hialeah, on* of them 
Mid to have been Edward R. Bradley, the Ken­ 
tucky horsem an and Palm Beach gambling m ag­ 
nate. occasionally beefed mildly over his ex­ 
penditures on track decorations at the expense 
of their dividends, but W idener wanted the abow 
place of all Florida and got It. Hialeah, is a lush 
exhibition of the flaming color of the Dig penin­ 
sula. It la, or was, always open to visitors the 
year around. 
The flamingos had to be fed on shrimp and 
required a lot of coddling in their early days. 
but they are hardier now th at they have become 
native to the islands. It never struck me they 
were particularly interested in racing, though 
the thought m ust have occurred to them that 
they could run faster than some of the horses 
I have seen at Hialeah. 
I think It would be a nice gesture to make 
Hialeah a sort of monument to W idener, lf only 
for adding a little beauty to the earth.

Potteries Now Employ 12% More Women 
As Armed Service, Other Jobs Draw Men 


By LUCILLE T. COX 
lirO M B N u sed to be considered 
» » a breaker of dishes—now riie 
Is a m aker of them. 
A su rvey of the district’s pot­ 
teries shows an average of 12 per­ 
cent more women employed now 
than a year ago and from all In­ 
dications the percentage will in­ 
crease so long as draft boards keep 
beckoning. 
W ar, and war produ ction jobs 
have cu t a wide swath throu gh the 
employment rolls of the East Liv­ 
erpool 
potteries. In 
some cases 
there are 18 percent less men em­ 
ployed now than in normal times. 
Wo men Fill Breach 
However, the employment list 
remains virtu ally the same becau se 
women h a ve , taken over and are 
doing jobs never before attem pted 
by their sex. 
Possibly the biggest change has 
been in the clay shops where less 
than a year ago women were em­ 
ployed as finishers and nothing 
else. Now they are working as bat- 
ter-ou ts, cu p bailers, mou ld ru n­ 
ners, cu p spongers and handlers. 
A host of new fields has been 
opened to women. They are chang­ 
ing mou lds for the au tom atic jig­ 
ger, doing regu lar work in the dec­ 
orating warehou se, selecting and 
getting ou t orders in addition to 
their regu lar work of cleaning and 
wrapping ware. 
W’omen have become "wareboys’’ 
in the decorating shop and the 


white warehou se, where prior to 
war days they were employed as 
stam pers, 
du sters, 
decal 
girls, 
liners, dressers and grinders. 
In tbe bisq u e kiln shed they not 
only are bru shing ware, serving 
as kiln drawers and dipper’s help­ 
ers, bu t are doing mascu line ware­ 
hou se labor. They even have in­ 
vaded the sliphou se and are per­ 
forming odd jobs. 
Go t Co ld Sho ulder 
Women have been employed In 
the E ast Liverpool potteries for 
many years. Feminine help was 
not encou raged to any great ex­ 
tent u ntil after the Civil war and 
was not accepted as a general pro­ 
cedu re u ntil abou t 18 7 5. 
There were few jobs a woman 
cou ld do In the early shops for 
all operations were of the hand 
type and req u ired great physical 
endu rance. 
Sanitary 
conditions 
were poor and health hazards were 
high. A potter was known by his 
pallor and “potter’s cou gh” was 
the common complaint among clay 
workers.

{energizer fo r the wo rker. 
THE scientific application of die­ 
tetics involves not only what 
is in the meal, bu t how mu ch of 
each ingredient and when the meal 
is taken. Du ring w ar tim es nu tri­ 
tion experts have been experiment­ 
ing to find ou t which meal pat­ 
tern 
will give 
the 
worker 
the 
most energy. 
Leaving ou t the m inerals and 
vitamins which do not concern u s 
In this discu ssion—the three ele­ 
mentary su bstances In a diet are 
tbe carbohydrates, the fats and 
tbe protein. 
Principal So urce In Meat 
The carbohydrates 
are 
su gars 
and starches and you get them 
mostly 
from 
vegetables, 
bread, 
su gar and fru its. The fats are in 
many vegetables, bu t the principle 
sou rce 
is 
what 
it 
attached 
to 
meat, and also bu tter and cream. 
Protein is In some vegetables 
—peas and beans have a good deal 
—bu t vegetable protein is not eas­ 
ily digested or absorbed and ou r 
best sou rce of protein Is meat and 
milk. 
W hat these su bstances do when 
they get in the body is to fu rnish 
energy and replace tissu e. They 
all do both of these to a certain 
extent. 
Any 
overweight 
person 
can tell you that fat is converted 
into tissu e, and when he starves 
himself to redu ce he bu rns his own 
fat to produ ce energy. 
Fat Slo w Burner 
Bu t fat is a slow bu rner, and Is 
not a good energizer. The q u estion 
arises as to w hether protein or 
carbohydrate is the fastest and 
best energizer. 
Now it is im portant that work­ 
ers In Indu strial plants shou ld get 
energy q u ickly a t the right time. 
To 
that 
end 
experim ents have 
been done giving a person only 
one of the three ingredients at a 
meal and seeing how his efficiency 
works ou t. 
In general It has been fou nd 
that If the worker gets a high 
protein meal at breakfast he does 
better than u nder any other sys­ 
tem. This means eggs, mlHc and 
m eat rather than bu ckwheat cakes 
and syru p. 
A worker eating a high protein 
breakfast can go from 9 a. m. to 
2 p. m. with hardly any feeling of 
fatigu e. If he does the bu ckwheat 


cakes and syru p stu nt he gets 
tired abou t 10 a. m. 
If he wants to spare bis protein< 
reserve energy, the worker can 
give him self a jolt with a little 
q u ick acting and q u ickly absorbed 
carbohydrate. 
M a n y 
indu strial 
plants su pply 
mid-morning 
and 
mid-afternoon lu nches. It is the 
secret of the efficiency of the mid- 
m orning visit to the soda fou ntain. 
In other words, sta rt you rself 
ou t with protein and keep It su p­ 
plemented 
by carbohydrate du r­ 
ing the day. 
The 
reason 
the 
high 
protein 
meal keeps the energy u p so long 
Is fairly easy to u nderstand. Fat, 
as we said, is bu rned slowly so a 
preponderantly fa t meal is a slu g­ 
gard. Carbohydrate, on the con­ 
trary, goes too fast. Bu t the pro­ 
tein stays In there pitching u ntil 
mid-afternoon. 
These researches bring medical 
science close to practical life, as 
has been the trend for many years. 
If the indu strial worker will fol­ 
low this advice—In other words, 
if he really wants to attain a max­ 
imu m degree of efficiency — the 
Increase in ou r w ar effort will be 
evident by ju st so mu ch.

Most of them believe women 
to be more skillfu l where intricate 
work is concerned and a t rou tine 
jolHi where the same perform ance 
is done day after day. 
It depends on their individu al 
ability, they say, bu t on the ave­ 
rage it req u ires the same length of 
time to teach a girl new work as 
It does a man. 
It is the general belief women 
are learning these new trades with 
the u nderstanding they will relin­ 
q u ish'them when the form er mala 
employe retu rns to claim his bench. 
They are, in alm ost every In­ 
stance, receiving tbe same wages 
as men, according to the labor 
shortage agreem ent which states: 
"W here It becomes necessary to 
perm it women 
to 
work In the 
place of men,, they shall be paid 
at the jou rneyman rate If com­ 
petent to do su ch work and be 
allowed to continu e su ch positions 
u ntil men retu rning from the war 
are available.” 
Remain Feminine 
The anti-feminist need not fear 
the fu tu re of American womanhood 
ju st becau se she Is performing u n­ 
u su al jobs In indu stry, or becau se 
she is striding to work In over­ 
alls, shirt and short jacket and 
carrying a lu nchbox. A scru tiny 
of her lu nchtim e activities will 
prove she has not lost her charm 
or femininity.

Potteries Now Employ 12% More Women 
As Armed Service, Other Jobs Draw Men 


By LUCILLE T. COX 
WOMEN used to be considered 
a breaker of dishes—now she 
la a maker of them. 
A survey of the district’s pot­ 
teries shows an average of 12 per­ 
cent more women employed now 
than a year ago and from all in­ 
dications the percentage will in­ 
crease so long as draft boards keep 
beckoning. 
War, and war production Jobs 
have cut a wide swath through the 
employment rolls of the East Liv­ 
erpool potteries. In some cases 
there are 18 percent less men em­ 
ployed now than in normal times. 
Women Fill Breach 
However, the employment list 
remains virtually the same because 
women have, taken over and are 
doing Jobs never before attempted 
by their sex. 
Possibly the biggest change has 
been in the clay shops where less 
than a year ago women were em­ 
ployed as finishers and nothing 
else. Now they are working as bat- 
ter-outs, cup ballers, mould run­ 
ners, cup spongers and handlers. 
A host of new fields has been 
opened to women. They are chang­ 
ing moulds for the automatic Jig­ 
ger, doing regular work In the dec­ 
orating warehouse, selecting and 
getting out orders In addition to 
their regular work of cleaning and 
wrapping ware. 
Women have become “wareboys” 
In the decorating shop and the 


white warehouse, where prior to 
war days they were employed as 
stampers, 
dusters, 
decal 
girls, 
liners, dressers and grinders. 
In the bisque kiln shed they not 
only are brushing ware, serving 
as kiln drawers and dipper’s help­ 
ers, but are doing masculine ware­ 
house labor. They even have in­ 
vaded the sliphouse and are per­ 
forming odd Jobs. 
Got Cold Shoulder 
Women have been employed In 
the East Liverpool potteries for 
many years. Feminine help was 
not encouraged to any great ex­ 
tent until after the Civil war and 
was not accepted as a general pro­ 
cedure until about 1875. 
There were few Jobs a woman 
could do in the early shops for 
all operations were of the hand 
type and required great physical 
endurance. 
Sanitary 
conditions 
were poor and health hazards were 
high. A potter was known by his 
pallor and “potter’s cough’* was 
the common complaint among clay 
workers. 
The long roster of present wo­ 
men potters is headed by two who 
have been employed by the dis­ 
trict plants for more than 60 years. 
They are Mrs. Martha Newland of 
Ridgeway ave., a* finisher at the 
Edwin M. Knowles China Co., and 
Mrs. Lillian Heckathorn of Ohio 
ave., a kiln drawer at the Harker 
Pottery Co.

each Ingredient and when the meal 
Is taken. During war times nutri 
tlon experts have been experiment­ 
ing to find out which meal pat 
tern 
will give the worker the 
most energy. 
Leaving out the minerals and 
vitamins which do not concern us 
In this discussion—the three ele­ 
mentary substances in a. diet are 
the carbohydrates, the fats and 
the protein. 
Principal Source In Meat 
The carbohydrates are sugars 
and starches and you get them 
mostly 
from 
vegetables, 
bread, 
sugar and fruits. The fats are In 
many vegetables, but the principle 
source is 
what it attached to 
meat, and also butter and cream. 
Protein la In some vegetables 
—peas and beans have a good deal 
—but vegetable protein is not eas­ 
ily digested or absorbed and our 
best source of protein is meat and 
milk. 
What these substances do when 
they get In the body Is to furnish 
energy and replace tissue. They 
all do both of these to a certain 
extent. 
Any 
overweight 
person 
can tell you that fat is converted 
Into tissue, and when he starves 
himself to reduce he burns his own 
fat to produce energy. 
Fat 8!ow Burner 
But fat is a slow burner, and Is 
not a good energizer. The question 
arises as to whether protein or 
carbohydrate is the fastest and 
best energizer. 
Now it is important that work­ 
ers in industrial plants should get 
energy quickly at the right time. 
To 
that end experiments have 
been done giving a person only 
one of the three ingredients at a 
meal and seeing how his efficiency 
works out. 
In general It has been found 
that if the worker gets a high 
protein meal at breakfast he does 
better than under any other sys­ 
tem. This means eggB, milk and 
meat rather than buckwheat cakes 
and syrup. 
A worker eating a high protein 
breakfast can go from 9 a. rn. to 
2 p. rn. with hardly any feeling of 
fatigue, lf he does the buckwheat 


cakes and syrup stunt he gets 


I tired about IO a. rn. 
If he wants to spare his protein 
reserve energy, the worker can 
give himself a jolt with a little 
quick acting and quickly absorbed 
carbohydrate.

Carbohydrate, on the con­ 
trary, goes too fast But the pro­ 
tein stays in there pitching until 
mid-afternoon.

If the industrial worker will fol­ 
low this advice—In other words, 
if he really wants to attain a max­ 
imum degree of efficiency — the 
increase in our war effort will be 
evident by Just so much.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 — The 
army’s draft call for January is to 
be twice the figure the war man­ 
power commission has been ex­ 
pecting, it was learned Sunday, 
and as a result the combined array- 
navy call will approximate 300,000 
men. 
This is abont the present month­ 
ly figure, as contrasted with previ­ 
ous indications that calls would 
begin dropping after the first of 
the year. 
The expanding navy never ex­ 
pected to reach top strength until 
well along in 1944 and the army, 
It was 
reported authoritatively, 
won’t be at its expected peak 


strength of 7,700,000 men by Jan 
I for two main reasons. 
The WAC enlistment drive has 
been disappointing. 
(The army, 
pleased with the performance of 
its women soldiers is willing to 
take hundreds of thousands, but 
only 60,000 have enlisted.) 
Draft boards are so far behind 
their quotas they may be unable 
to catch up even by the end of 
January. 
Uncertainty over what congress 
will do about the drafting of pre­ 
war fathers caused many boards 
to delay calling them. 
The general expectation had been 
that after the first of the year the 
army would need only replace­ 
ments.
